ROANOKE, Va. — (/P) — Dedicating 


near here the first veterans' hospital 
lo bo built in his administration, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt Friday reminded those 
who served in the World war that 
thousands' of "under-privileged" per- 
sons were worse off than themselves 
and strongly implied that the pay- 
ment of the bonus must await the re- 
covery of this group. 


There was no mention of the word 


"bonus" but the thousands who stood 
in the natural amphitheater heard the 
president make what was generally 
regarded as his clearest pronounce- 
ment on the issue, even though it was 
by inference. 


He made it clear that disabled and 


sick veterans would be accorded the 
"best treatment which medical and 
surgical science can supply." 


But he added there were hundreds 


of thousands of "largely forgotten" 
persons in the slums and "back ed- 
dies remote from the active stream of 
-life" who. required, -sovcrnmcnu .aid,, 
and the elimination of this "definite

Tax Certificate 


Trading Limited 


Trading Legal Only Be 


tween Actual Producers 


in Same County 


The following warning was issued 


Saturday against the trading of cotton 
tax exemption certificates between 
persons other than actual producers: 


"I wish to call attention to produc- 


ers selling and buying Tax Exemption 
Ccrtoficalcs. It is a violation of the 
regulation under Section 14 of the act 
for anyone other than a producer to, 
buy Tax Exemption Certificates, un- 
der the regulations. They can only 
be transferred from producer to pro- 
ducer, and I urge all desiring to buy 
or sell to hold strictly to these regu- 
lations. 


A wire from D. W. Walkins relative 


to transfer of Tax Exemption Certifi- 
cates across county lines follows: 
" 'Producers to whom certificates 


originally issued may may use them 
across county or state linos, in connec- 
tion with cotton, produced on !his 
farms, provided there is a surplus of 
certificates on the farm where origi- 
nally issued. No certificates should 
change ownership across county lines 
without going through National Pool 
and should not be used across coun- 
ty lines unless there is surplus as re- 
gards farms where first issued.'

Twillie Harris, 22-year-old negro, 


was killed and Lonnie Evans, another 
negro, was seriously injured in an au- 
tomobile accident Friday night on the 
Hopc-Blcvins road. 


Harris died two hours following the 


accident, after being removed to his 
home in a Hope Furniture company 
ambulance. Evans was rushed 
to 


Josephine hospital where physicians 
amputated his right leg. 


Harris and Evans were struck by 


an automobile driven by Arlis Mc- 
Corklc, DcAnn youth, who was en 
route to Hope. 


The two ncgros were among a group 


of several others who were walking 
ilong the road following church ser- 
vices. 


McCorkle, apparently blinded by 


dust, plowed into the negroes. Harris 
was struck first and hurled into a 
ditch. Before McCorkle was able to 
stop, the car struck Evans who was 
riding on a wagon, mangling his leg.

competition, but they did periodically 
depress the South. Will this foreign 
competition grow by leaps and bounds 
now that America has gone in for 
temperance in cotton production? Of 
are there other 
factors which wil 


finally limit the extent to which these 
countries may expand cotton acreage/ 


India is limited in future big expan- 


sion by her need of land for food 
crops. Egypt is another grpat compet- 
itor worth studying.

Esrvpt has grown cotton since the 


time of the Pharoahs, yet the largest 
acreage in any one year was 2,160000. 
acres This is probably just about tha 
limit to the cotton acreage because the1 
country still depends to a large degree 
upon its local food supply. The acre- 
age in 1933 was 1,873,000 acres, or near- 
ly one-third of Egypt's farm land. The 
cotton acreage this year is reported 
less than last. Egyptian cotton is ir- 
rigated and yields an average of 400 
pounds per acre.

justment Administration. Purchase o 
certificates from the pool, it was em 
phasizcd, would continue so long as 
the pool had certificates on hand. 


E. L. Deal, manager of the pool, said 


it was fell that all holders of surplus 
certificates who wish to turn them in- 
to the pool will have had that op- 
portunity by November 10. State al- 
lolmcnl boards have been urged to 
assist producers who wish to turn in 
surplus certificates to Ihe pool. 


"Because we have tentatively se- 


lected a final date for receiving sur- 
plus certificates," Mr. Deal said," it 
is now more urgent then ever thai 
producers speed up the surrender of 
•tiny certificates they wish lo offer for 
sale through the pool." 


The pool now has oil hand orders 


for many more certificates than, it is 
able to fill, Mr. Deal said. On all of 
these orders, the prchaser expect lo 
pay four cents a pound, the rate fix- 
ed by Secrelary Wallace as the stand- 
ard selling price for surplus certifi- 
cates purchased through the national 
pool.

mately ?20 a bale for all certificates 
sold through the puol. When the pool

Hacking Cough Points to 


Lung Infection 


Sometimes 
the. bronchial 
tubes, 


which carry the air from the wind- 
pipe in the throat to the finer tissues 
'in the lung, become distended and 
filled with secretions. 


This* condition is usually associated

with some inflammation in the lung 


f ' itself, leading to formaton of fibrous 


tjssue and causing the dilatation .or 
spreading of the bronchial tubes. 


T*~ ' The amount of material which col- 


yjects is offensive to the patient and 


• *»" results in a good deal 
of 
hacking, 


coughing, and expectoration. 


There are, of course, other condi- 


tions which may bring about this 
ichronic inflammation, 
called bron- 


chiectasis. if any foreign body gets 
into one of the main tubes and stops 
it up, there is swelling and an accu- 
mulation of sputum 
in the other 


tubes. 
* If a cancer or any other form of 


^" growth develops, blocking up any por- 


tion of the breathing tract, this condi- 


. tion may follow. 


•• When the germs associated 
with 


, bronchiectasis 
destroy 
considerable 


amounts of tissue, the material that is 
expectorated is thick and sometimes 
has a bad odor. The severity of the 
condition and its effect on life de- 
pend, of course, on the original cause. 


If the condition follows bronchitis, 


or pleurisy, or pneumonia, it is likely 
to last longer than in cases in which 
it is assocated with something which 
temporarily blocks one of the tubes. 


In treating this sort of condition it 


is necessary to find out first just what 
.borught on the trouble. Nowadays it 
is possible not only to examine the 
material that is expectorated, but also 
to pass i tube down into the lungs 
and to look at the inflammation di- 
rectly. 


It si possible also to inject certain 


substances into the tubes that lead 
into the lungs and then, by means of 
an X-ray picture, to f hid out the ex- 


. tent to which they have been damag- 
ed. 


.Sometimes persons with these con- 


ditions are helped by lying face down- 
ward in bed, so as to get the advant- 
age of easy flow of the material out 
of the lungs and throat. Occasionally, 
inhalation of warm medicated vapors 
is helpful. 


In ..some cases surgical procedures 


are used whereby the treatment is 
given directly to the lung, compress- 
ing it or stopping its activity and thus 
allowing the injured tissues to heal. 
Most surgeons hesitate to operate on 
such patients, when the material that 
is, expectorated is very large in amount 
and of ,a bad odor, because of the 
dangers of serious infection and death 
following operation. 


Serious conditions of this type again 


emphasize the importance of getting 
good medical advice on the very first 
appearance of any serious discharge 
of pus, blood, fluid, or any other ma- 
terial from the lungs and throat. 


Treated early, there is possibility of 


help. When the condition goes on to 
becoming chornic, the chances of 
bringing about relief are much Igss.

Frustration means disappointment 


It can mean disappointment for' a 
minute, or for a period 01 years. Small 
multiple frustrations can have the 
same effect eventually that the long 
one has. It is not too good for any 
life to have too many, or be put to too 
severe -a test, especially the young. 


But although frustration has an un- 


favorable effect on happy and nor- 
mal conduct, it seems absured to do 
the ostrich act and to pretend or 
preach that no child should at any 
time suffer a setback to his wishes. 


It is important that he does not have 


too many, naturally, because desire 
and interest need their way quite of- 
ten—otherwise straight-forward im- 
pulses may be checked and seek new 
outlets that do more harm than the 
original wish. 


With no desire to be technical, I 


feel it necessary to repeat that we 
cannot tell by looking at a child just 
how his mind is working. But enough 
to say that he does better, thinks bet- 
ter and acts better if not too often 
"frustrated." 


Spirits Must Be Hardened 


Here, as in so many other theoreti- 


cal standards, we are faced with ev- 
ery-day life and the thousands of 
events that shape it—events over 
which 
the child must 
experience 


whether pleasant or otherwise. 


I believe that nature provides for 


this in a way. If she clidnt' few of us 
would be mentally happy or balanc- 
ed. As a rule, nature prepares us for 
the future and it would be a poor 
general who did not harden his re- 
cruits for the coming rigors of a cam- 
paign. I think a child can stand a 
moderate number of disappointments 
without damage.

expel all Catholic bishops and arch- 
bishops from Mexico as a step "to- 
wards solving the Catholic question 
permanently."

of an atheistic stale by abolishing all 
religion.

"We must open the minds of the

"We cannot do this while the 
church makes them believe in God.
